The main event of the Fiera Mila- 
no, the Great April Fair. has been 
revamped and will be called Inter- 
national Fiera Milano Week, to be 
open exclusively to businesspeople 
June 11-15, 1991, 

The new name reflects a renewed 
international outlook. Enzo Vicari, 
president of the Fiera Milano, says: 
“Tt is our ambition that, on the now
